We, last night, visited this house, to see and hear the excellent 
Opera of The Lord of the Manor. We really fear that we are grow- 
ing somewhat old, inasmuch as prepossessions seem creeping upon us, 
to which we would gladly not give way, as they interfere most mate- 
rially with our present pleasures, and we the more regret thisin a 
species of entertainment to us the most exhilarating—a comic opera, 
Songs appear to interrupt the business of a serious drama, bat once 
disposed to laugh, we are thrown off the guard of criticism, and dis- 
posed to consider them as delightful reliefs. To come to the point, 
we must boast of having seen this picce when Incledon played Pashley, 
with the rest of the admirable cast at Covent Garden Theatre, in 
those golden times of the drama; Liston was’ then, as he is now, at 
the head of the comic part of the feast—perhaps, he is now some- 
what richer, or he plays with more confidence, though, by the way, he 
raiely appeared to be deficient in that most necessary qualification, 
and then there were—bat no matter what there were. our possessions 
are better than our pre-possessions, and it is our business to state 
what was done last night, not twelve years ago. Liston’s Moll Flag- 
gon, then, is as joyous at the least as ever—so complete a tit-bit of 
acting, that we are open-mouthed for every syllable, and sorry to lose 
a look—it is a short part, and this is a tantalizing circumstance when 
Liston bas to play it. Let us look at the bills ;—Mr, Williams was 
the Sir John Contrast—not so good as Fawcett, yet very well—much 
more than respectable. Is it fair, Mr. Morris, to make quite such a 
hack-horse of this very clever performer—three parts a night, and 
one, at least,a bad one? Rashly, Mr. Pyne. Young Contrast, Mr. 
Vining.——-This was very well acted, but not quite the thing—it is not 
Jones. Young Contrast is a perfectly artificial character, aud in 
Joues’s hands it is unerringly so—from the boot to the parasol—the 
manner, the dress, the very passion.—Vining is not altogether this. 
Trumore, Mr. Melrose—who sings as little as possible of the original 
music, prefering 4 son gré Moore’s Melodies ; he is a little too am- 
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bitious of points in his acting— points do not become a singer.” — 
La Nippe, Mr. W. West—neither French or English—‘ neither fish 
nor flesh, a man knows not where to have him.” Ralph, Mr. Ross. 
This gentleman singularly reminds us of poor Knight, and the resem- 
blance, or reminiscence, came with so kindly a feeling over the hearts 
of the audience, as to call down considerable applause. dnnette, 
Madame Vestris—with all her witchcraft of song and face— it is we!] 
that criticism has nothing to find fanlt with, for if it had, who would 
be a stoic equal to the task. Miss George, in Sophia, sang very 
sweetly, and was deservedly encored in ‘ Come uato the yellow shore ;’ 
she touches the notes lightly, with spirit and taste. Mrs. C. Jones, in 
Peggy, acts and sings well, as, indeed, she always does, and prefers 
the original music to any introduction or variation of her own. Our 
sides remind us that Liston played Simon Pengander, in the next 
piece ;—in this, let us say to Messrs. Vining and Raymond, that they 
never speak fast enough for people in a hurry—they are both merito- 
rious actors, and can, therefore, afford to be told of what appears to 
us an oversight. Z'om Thumb concluded.—We perceive that we have 
no space to write what we are half tempted to indulge in—an essay on 
burlesque acting, which we would dedicate to Mr. John Reeve, whose 
Lord Grizzle proves that he thoroughly understands the subject.
